WILMINGTON - The Board of Selectmen 
signed an agreement on Monday night for the 
town to participate in the coordination of plan- 
ning and development for the Junction/Route 93 
Development Area. The Tewksbury Board of 
Selectmen is scheduled to consider the same 
agreement next Tuesday evening. 

The so-called Junction/Route 93 Development 
Area is considered one of the largest concentra- 


tions of employment and economic activity in 
northeastern Massachusetts. It covers, roughly 
the stretch of Interstate 93 between the Route 
and Dascomb Road exits; an area consisting of 
acreage in Wilmington, Tewksbury, and Andover. 

That general area has consistently been in the 
news for the last several years as the potential 
site for a new interchange and a 750,000 square 
foot shopping mall to be built by the Mills 
Corporation.

Under fire from Sullivan

WILMINGTON - The Planning Board wasn't 
exactly sure why they were called to appear 
before the Board of Selectmen on Monday night 

According to Selectman Suzanne Sullivan, the 
Planning Board was there to discuss an opinion 
issued from Town Counsel that ran contrary to 
the Planning Board's interpretation of the 
‘Town's Central Business zoning bylaw. 

Sullivan stated for the record. that a 
Wilmington resident had approached her in 
regard to a project that had been permitted 
under the Central Business zoning bylaw. That 
resident, who Sullivan described as an abutter to 
the project, was dissatisfied with the dimension- 
al setbacks of the buildings on the property. 

Sullivan then yequested an opinion from Town 
Counsel on the matter. Along with the request, 
Sullivan supplied Town Counsel with a summary 
of three projects that had either been permitted, 
were in the process of being permitted, or were 
getting close to the permitting stage. 

Within the Central Zoning bylaw, commercial 
and mixed-use buildings may occupy the same 
site as multi-family buildings. However, the set- 
backs required for strictly residential buildings 
differs from those required for mixed-use build- 
ings. Town Counsel's opinion, which Town 
Counsel attorney Rich Hucksam stressed was 
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counterfeiting ring has been shut down. 

During the evening of December 28th, a drive- 
thru customer of the 280 Lowell Street Burger 
King in Wilmirigton attempted to pay for a food 
order with a $100-bill, according to Lt 
Christopher Neville of the Wilmington Police. 

When employees questioned the authenticity of 
the bill, the suspect drove away from the drive- 
thru without the food or the change. The suspect 
was’ described as a young white female with 
blond hair. 

“Close inspection of the bill revealed that it had 
been 'washed,' a technique where ink from the 
original printing is bleached out of the paper and 
a copy of another larger denomination bill is 
superimposed on the front and back of the 
‘washed' bill,” Neville said. “In this case 
although the front of the bill showed a likeness of 
Benjamin Franklin, the holograph showed a like 
ness of Abraham Lincoln, indicating that it had 
once been a $5.00 bill.” 

No one was able to record the suspect's license 
plate and Wilmington was left with no immediate 
leads in the case,

As if we needed another 
reason 


A story out of Bangor, Maine caught the eye of Woburn's 
Donna Robbins and I appreciate her sending it to me. 

It occurred to her that Woburn and Wilmington would likely 
see similar stories within our own communities in the coming 
years if New England Transrail successfully obtains a feder- 
al exemption to build a truck-to-rail waste transfer facility at 
ames Street in Wilmington. 
mes Street is located off of Route 38, less than a mile in 
from the Wilmington/Woburn town line. The only way to get 
to get to Eames Street from any major highway is by using 
secondary roads running through residential neighborhoods. 
it New England Transrail becomes a reality in Wilmington, it 
will result in at least 400 truck trips in and out on a daily 
basis. Many reasonable individuals consider that number to 
be a low estimate. But if we were. for argument's sake, to 
accept that figure, and assumed that New England Transrail 
Was operating 24-hours a day, six days a week. Let's break 
that figure down. 400 trips.daily would translate into nearly 
(7 per hour, or one every 3.5 minutes. Again, that is assum- 
ing the facility operates 24 hours a day. Remove a single shift 
per day, or reduce the hours to 5-4 k, and take anoth- 
ev look at the numbers. 

'he trucks going in and out of the property, incidentally, will 

wot be light box trucks or even construction-sized dump 


trucks. They will be of the very large variety, exactly like the 
ones pictured below, hauling as much solid waste as they can 
handle. A number of homeowners on Route 38 in Woburn and 
ut Wilmington have testified to their homes shaking when 


such trucks drive past 

As our friends in Bangor can attest, these types of trucks 
are not necessarily adept at negotiating the types of curves 
common to secondary roads. The Bangor Daily News report 
ed on December 30th that such a truck overturned right in the 
middle of downtown Bangor when it failed to negotiate such 
a turn 

‘A television, computer monitor, suitcases, tires, even a cou- 
ple of kitchen sinks could be seen as city employees worked 
Thursday to empty a load of debris from an overturned truck 
in downtown Bangor.” the story reported. "The truck, owned 
by K-B Corp. of Hampden, was hauling a load of construction 
and demolition debris from the Waterville transfer station to 
the West Old Town Landfill when its load shifted while going 
around a turn.” 

The truck involved weighed. just under, 100,000 pounds 
Having occurred in the downtown Bangor, one must believe 
that it was nothing less than Divine Providence that no one 
It forces one to wonder what the outcome of a 
accident along Route 38 in Woburn would be. What if 
it occurred in front of the Alta Vista School in Woburn? Or 
when taking the 90-degree left-hand turn from Lowell Street 
onto Woburn Street in Wilmington 

“The accident highlights an ongoing problem for communi- 
ties that have large trucks making hauls on local roads and 
streets,” the Bangor Daily News stated. It further reported 
that, though this was the first accident that company has had 
since implementing the route, Greg Kitchen, part owner of K- 
B Corp, stated that, “there have been plenty of close calls and 
near misses. There's just nothing safe about it.” 

That's right, just one more reason to oppose New England 
Transrail's attempt to bypass all state and local regulations 
pertaining to solid waste handling and management through 
federal exemption 

The Surface Board of Transporation ‘STB: is set to review 
Transrail's petition for exemption. We should learn the fate 
of our community in the next couple of months.

developed through the input of 
each of the three communities 
during two joint meetings facil- 
itated by MVEDC. 

“This agreement puts in place 
a framework whereby each of 
the three communities can seek 
to achieve the highest and best 
development uses of an area 
which has not been developed 
to its full potential due to the 
unique physical constraints 
that limit what each communi- 
ty might achieve on its own,” 
Robert Halpin, MVEDC 
President wrote in a letter 
accompanying the agreement 

The agreement proposes that 
four representatives from each 
community participate in the 
Development Plan Task Force, 
and it proposes that the four 
representatives from each com- 
munity consist of, “a profes- 
sional staff person of the Town 
government with management 
and planning experience and 
others may be, for instance, a 
Selectman, a Planning Board 
representative or other profes- 
sional staff member involved in 
the community development 
process.” * 

“This agreement does not 
commit the Town to anything 
specific,” Wilmington Town 
Manager Michael Caira 
informed the Board of 
Selectmen. 

According to Caira, the agree- 
ment merely. enables the Town 
to participating in the develop- 
ment process. Caira informed 
the Board that other towns had 
indicated that they would be 
sending the Town Manager, the 
Chairman of the Board of 
Selectmen, the Director of 
Planning & Conservation, and 
the Chairman of the Planning

based solely on the facts that 
were provided to him, found 
that each individual building 
within a project should be sub- 
ject to it's accompanying set- 
backs, while the Planning 
Board unanimously agreed that 
each project must be taken as a 
whole and that setbacks must 
be determined accordingly. 

After receiving the opinion 
from Town counsel, what direc- 
tion does the Planning Board 
‘want to take?” Sullivan asked. 

The members of the Planning 
Board were under the impres- 
sion that the opinion issued was 
a “draft” subject to a supple- 
mental opinion, since Town 
Counsel had not yet met with 
them to discuss the matter. 

According to Town Manager 
Michael Caira, he and Town 
Counsel Paul DeRensis agreed 
that any such decision should 
have input from the Town 
department involved 

According to Carole Hamilton, 
Director of Planning & 
Conservation, she and attorney 
Hucksam share a fundamental 
disagreement on the interpreta- 
tion of the bylaw. She stated 

yathat Hucksam's opinion was 
* based on a limited number of 

facts that were provided to him. 

“I haven't seen any indication 
from Mr, Hucksam of where the 
Planning Board has deviated 
from the bylaw,” Hamilton said. 
“The bylaw has been perfectly 
clear to me, to the entire 
Planning Board, and to the for- 
mer Director of Planning and 
Conservation who shepherded 
these projects in.” 

Hucksam maintained his posi- 
tion that. setbacks should be 
determined on a_ building-by- 


building basis and stated that 
certain sections of the bylaw 
refer to buildings and not to 
projects. 

“Our opinion is consistent 
with the language of the bylaw, 
but it is also consistent with the 
intent of the bylaw,” Hucksam 
said. “(the bylaw) provides a 
buffer between 
commercial/retail uses and res- 
idential areas,” 

The intent of the bylaw was 
something that Hamilton could 
speak on with some authority. 

“The Central Zoning bylaw 
resulted from a study done in 
the 1980's,” Hamilton said. “I 
was on the Planning Board at 
that time and I was on the 
Planning Board when the bylaw 
was passed. If what you are 
talking about is a change in the 
bylaw, then that change should 
be proposed and voted on at 
‘Town Meeting.” 

Hucksam did state that his 
opinion did not take into consid- 
eration the hearing process 
that the Planning Board went 
through for each of the pro- 
jects. 

“My opinion does not seek to 
say that (the Planning Board) 
has done something wrong,” 
Hucksam said. “Someone may 
take my opinion and try to use 
it that way, but that is not my 
intention.” 

Planning Board Chairman 
Michael Sorrentino made no 
bones about his displeasure 
with being called to the carpet 
during a Board of Selectmen 
meeting. 

“Quite frankly, the Planning 
Board is a little confused as to 
why we're here,” Sorrentino 
said. “This is something that 
could have been addressed at a 


Planning Board meeting.” 

Sorrentino stated that the 
Planning Board strongly dis- 
agrees with Town Counsel's 
opinion. 

Sullivan asked Building 
Inspector Daniel Paret whether 
he would issue a building per- 
mit if the Planning Board 
issued a specia! permit for such 
a project, and Paret answered 
in the affirmative. 

“So Town Counsel's opinion 
means nothing?” Sullivan 
asked. 

Paret considered the question 
to be unfair. 

“It is inappropriate for you to 
even suggest that,” Paret said. 
“The authority here rests with 
the Planning Board. Once 
they've issued a special permit, 
it is not my job to disagree and 
tell them that they are wrong.” 

Hucksam agreed that in such 
a case, the Building Inspector 
would have no choice but to 
issue a building permit. 

Hamilton requested that in 
the future, Sullivan refer ques- 
tions about Planning Board 
decisions to the Planning 
Board, but Sullivan stated that 
the Planning Board was kept in 
the loop by being “cc'd” on var- 
ious memorandums on the sub- 
ject 

“Being ‘in the loop’ is not 
same as coming to us,” 
Hamilton said. 

“I didn't need to,” Sullivan 
replied. “This process took 
place in October. There was 
plenty of time for the Planning 
Board to respond.” 

Sorrentino wanted to know 
why Sullivan would not have 
referred a constituent with 
questions concerning the 
Planning Board to the Planning 


Board as representation. Caira 
recommended that Wilmington 
follow suit 

Chairman Raymond Lepore 
indicated that he was interest- 
ed in serving on the task force. 

Selectman Suzanne Sullivan 
indicated interest in serving on 
the Task Force as well and was 
concerned that if the Board fol- 
lowed Caira's recommendation 
by appointing Lepore, she 
might not be allowed to attend 
the meetings. 

“T've attended many meetings 
(concerning the development of 
that area), more than anyone 
else on this board,” Sullivan 
said. “We don't need to have 
designees as the Town Manager 
suggested; we could have two 
members of the Board of 
Selectmen. It seems as if those 
who wanted to serve are the 
ones who've determined who 
should be appointed.” 

According to Caira, however, 
the original recommendation 
was for three representatives 
from each community. 

“We felt there should be a rep- 
resentative from the Board of 
Selectmen and the Planning 
Board,” Caira said. “The intent 
was to have a strong working 
group of 12 from the three com- 
munities. There was nothing 
surreptitious about it.” 

Sullivan stated that she was 
not trying to complicate the 
issue. 

“I just want to find a way to 
take part in a process that I'v 
been involved in for the past 
two or three years,” Sullivan 
said. 

Selectman Michael McCoy 
motioned that the Board vote to 
sign the agreement and to 
appoint the representation rec- 
ommended by Caira, but to

wanted,” Sullivan said 

Sorrentino reiterated that 
Town Counsel's opinion was 
based on a limited number of 
facts provided to him about 
three projects.

Once a bylaw has been draft- 
ed, the Planning & 
Conservation Department will 
hold several public forums to 
explain what inclusionary zon- 
ing is, how the town and devel- 
opers can work together and 
what benefits the town receives 
by increasing its affordable 
housing 

By definition, inclusionary 
zoning requires a portion of the 
housing units in certain real 
estate developments to be 
reserved as affordable. How 
“affordable” is defined is up to 
the community. 

The State's definition of the 
term, is housing that is afford- 
able to low and moderate- 
income households, meaning 
those households earning up to 
80% of Boston's median income. 
Units intended to “count” 
toward the Town's goal of 10% 
affordable units must be afford- 
able to this group. 

However, if the community 
identifies a need for housing for 
other income groups, a target- 
ing of those groups is also pos- 
sible. The public/private part- 
nership in Inclusionary Zoning 
is based on the provision of cost 
off-sets to developers who are 
required to provide the afford- 
able units. These off-sets can 
be a reduction or elimination of 
permitting fees, a density 
bonus, the ability to provide 
affordable units in multi-family 
units or on sites that are not 
part of the development being 
proposed. Inclusionary zoning 
can be an effective tool that 
may be used by municipalities 
to ensure adequate diversity of 
housing in the normal course of 
real estate development, 
according to Wilmington 
Director of Planning & 
Conservation Carole Hamilton, 

“Our focus is not to get. just 
anything on the books,” states 
Hamilton. “We need to work 
with the development communi- 
ty to help them maintain prof- 
itability while creating the 
affordable housing required by 
law.” 


and Secret Service agents exe- 
cuted the search warrant for 7

the change back to Ward. 

Police may also be charging 
the 17-year old Tewksbury 
female with knowingly passing 
counterfeit bills. 

Police believe that several 
counterfeit bills are still circu 
lating and the investigation of 
the case continues 

Following his arraignment at 
Woburn District Court, Ward 
was released after posting 
$1,000 cash toward a $10,000 
bail. A February court date 
has been set 

“In all likelihood, the investi 
gation will result in a grand 
jury indictment against Ward,” 
Patterson said.

It's been a long time since a

Wilmington added another 
basket after the third timeout 
to start the game out 21-0.

win his second tournament, 
this one coming in Haverhill. 

“I'm pretty happy,” said 
Sorrentino. “I just had to get 
over the hump and win my first 
one. I don’t know but in the 
past I would get to the final 
and I just couldn’t win my last 
match of the day. That was my 
biggest thing. I guess I would 
get too nervous. I won at the 
Framingham tournament 
finally so I just kept the same 
mental preparation at the 
Haverhill tournament. I just 
believed in myself and that was 
the thing.” 

Seven times prior to the 
Framingham tournament, 
Sorrentino was in the final 
match of a tournament. All 
seven times he was defeated, 
including earlier this season at 
the annual Wilmington Sons of 
Italy tournament. All of that 
changed at the Framingham 
tournament when he defeated 
Methuen's Brian Reberge, and 
it continued with the 6-0 win 
over Santanarillo. 

“(Santanarillo) was pretty 
tall and pretty tough,” said 
Sorrentino. “I didn't know any- 
thing about him since he 
comes from the other side of 
the state.” 

The two battled to a scoreless 
first period and that’s when 
Sorrentino started to realize 
what he had to do: 

“I knew I just had to calm 
down and get some points,” he 
said, “I got a reversal, got on 
top and handled him pretty 
well to get more points.” 

He was up 6-0 after the sec- 
ond period, and then went on 
auto pilot in the third period to 
secure the win. 

“I just knew I had to keep it 
simple, not get nervous and not 
do anything stupid (in the third 
period),” he said. “I just had 
to be relaxed, not rush any- 
thing and just do my thing.” 

Said head coach Mike 
Pimental, “Mike had been to 
the big game several times and 
fell short each time. He got to 

. the Sons of Italy tournament 
final and he just never got over 
that hump until the 
Framingham tournament. Now 
he has put two together and I 
think he has many firsts ahead 
of him. He finally got the mon- 
key off his back which I think 
is good at this point of the sea- 
son because he now has so 
much perspective of what he 
can accomplish the rest of the 
way.” 

With the 100 wins and the two 
tournament championships, 
Sorrentino said that lofty goals 
of winning more individual 
titles and doing well in the post 
season is too much to think 
about at this stage, He took the 
professional approach of “one 
match at a time” but did 
acknowledge that being in the 
same class of Derek Hanley, 
Roman and Evan Walsh and 
Mike St. Aubin as the only 
wrestlers to crack 100 wins is 
pretty special. 

“It’s great to be in that class 
especially to have all of your 
hard work pay off,” he said. “ 
I was a freshman when Derek 
Hanley, Roman Walsh and 
Jordan Weiner were seniors 
and I got to see some great 
wrestlers. When you see kids 
like that you just hope that 
someday you get to that level.” 

And that Mike Sorrentino cer- 
tainly has done. 
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As a junior, Evan really came 
into his own. He exploded on 
the mat, not only becoming a 
much more finesse and talent- 
ed wrestler but he won early 
and often. Now as a senior, he’s 
really taken off. 

“Evan is having an exception- 
al year,” said Pimental. “He 
didn’t win at the Sons of Italy 
tournament. He faced a kid 
who was a two-time New 
England champion. Then at the 
Framingham tournament he 
lost in the semi-finals in double 
overtime to another kid who is 
ranked state wide. But on 
Saturday, he wrestled fantastic 
and now he’s a_ two-time 
Haverhill Invitational champi- 
on.” 

The tri-captain pinned his 
first three opponents on 
Saturday, with the first one 
becoming the 100th opponent he 
has defeated in his career. 

“I thought that was my 99th 
win and when I got off the mat 
everyone was like ‘hey that’s 
your 100th win’ and I was like 
no it’s not,” said Walsh 

But it was his 100th. After 
recording wins numbers 101 
and 102, win No. 103 made 
Saturday a day to remember 
for a long time as Walsh defeat- 
ed Steve Charles of 
Londonderry, New Hampshire 
by a 5-0 score. 

“I like when I don’t know any- 
thing about my opponent 
because if I do know something 
I just get too nervous,” he said. 
“If I don't know anything I feel 
that I have nothing to lose and 
just go out there and have fun. 
That match was the toughest 
one I had all day.” 

While the personal and team 
goals have not stopped just 
because of one magical day of 
wrestling, Walsh does appreci- 
ate the magnitude of what he 
accomplished.

According to research an 
the subject, Reiki is believed to 
have begun in Tibet several 
thousand years ago. Seers in 
the Orient studied energies and 
developed a system of sounds 
and symbols for universal heal 
ing energies. 

Various healing systems, 
which crossed many different 
cultures, emerged from. this 
single root 
Unfortunately, the original 
source itself was forgotten. 

Dr. Mikao Usui, a Japanese 
Christian educator in Kyoto, 
Japan, rediscovered the root 


for today do not 


system. 
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system in the mid- to late 180s. 
He began an extensive twenty 
one-year study of the healing 
phenomena of history's great 
est spiritual leaders. 

Usui also studied ancient 
sutras (Buddhist teachings 
written in Sanskrit). He discov 
ered ancient sounds and sym. 
bols that are linked directly to 
the human body and nervous 
system which activate the uni 
versal life energy for healing 

Usui then underwent a 
metaphysical experience and 
became empowered to use 
these sounds and symbols to 
heal. He called this form of 
healing Reiki and taught it 
throughout Japan until his 
death around 1893 

According to Snow, Usui 
search started when he was 
asked by a student how Christ 
performed his miracles. Not 
being able to answer the ques 
tion, he resigned his position at

Snow relates that after Usui 
made his discovery, he started 
a practice in a part of Tokyo 
known as Beggar's City

It was then, according to 
Snow, that Usui formed the the: 
ory that healing was not com 
plete unless people sought their 
own healing. He traveled 
throughout Japan both teach 
ing and practicing his princi 
ples until his death. The tradi 
tion was passed through sever 
al grandmasters of Reiki such 
as Dr. Chujiro Hyashi, Hawayo 
Takata, the first American 
grandmaster and Phyllis Lei 
Furumoto, Takata's daughter 
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librarian who holds a Masters in Education 


According to Snow, Takata is 
credited with the global spread 
of Reiki 

Snow also tells the story of 
Hyashi, who was a former 
Admiral in the Japanese Navy 
When World War II broke out 
Hyashi supposedly knew he 
would be called back to service 

Rather than enter into a ser 
vice of killing others. Hyashi 
called on 
his knowledge of energy as a 
life form through Reiki. and 
decided to “transcend this 
world.” He supposedly dressed 
in a white kimono and called 
his friends and family into a 
room where he laid down on 
the floor and passed away 

There are many forms of 
Reiki being practiced now. The 
two principal ones are: "the 
Usui System of Natural 
Healing" and “the Radiance 
Technique."

list,” experts say. 

Interestingly, experts also 
report that the average Ame- 
rican household spends two to 
four hours every month pay- 
ing bills. 

Switching to an online bill 
payment service, which is 
often included free of charge 
when opening a checking 
account at many major banks, 
can decrease the time spent 
paying bills by sixty percent. 

In fact, it’s been estimated 
that by 2008, more than 68 mil- 
lion households will pay the 
majority of their bills online.

What's happening 
with natural gas 
prices? 


Many homeowners have

Q. Is there a gas 
shortage? 

A. Rather than a short- 
age, which implies that sup- 
plies are running out, this is 
a period of tight supply. 
There are abundant supplies 
of natural gas, but they will 
cost more this year. : 

Q. What will bring 
the natural gas prices 
down? 


A. There are two ways to 
lower the price of natural 
gas - increase supply and 
lessen demand. During the 
1990’s, when gas supplies 
were in balance with 
demand, consumers saw 
more affordable prices. 

Q. How can supplies 
be increased? 

A. It could take anywhere 
from six to 18 months to see 
an increase in the natural 
gas supplies. 

Some of the gas we used 
is imported form other 
nations in a condensed liq- 
uid form and these imports 


gas resources, while also 
promoting the construction 
of new docks where ships 
carrying liquefied natural 
gas (LNG) can land. 

Q. What about energy 
efficiency? 

A. Reducing the consump- 
tion of natural gas and other 
forms of energy is some- 
thing everyone can do. 

For example, consumers 
can help reduce their winter 
heating bills by sealing air 
leaks around doors and win- 
dows, dialing back the ther- 
mostat and adding insula- 
tion.
